Because of the already rapid 
growth of the art department we 
expect that by the 1951 school year 
the art department will be able to 
boast that one-half of the total 
number of students enrolled has at 


least one art class.

WHAT DIFFERENCE PDoES 
THE CetoR MAKE As 
LONG AS SHE HAS ONE /I 


CRITIC’S CORNER

In a desperate attempt to prop up sagging box office receipts the 
movie industry has Psea shouting at every turn the slogan ‘‘Movies 
are better than ever.’’ As a fairly constant movie goer I can report that, 
they are not. Hollywood for the most part is still grinding out its old 
superficial product, with as much truly entertainment value as is found 
in reading the Congressional Record from cover to cover. (Come to 
think of it, there is more entertainment value in many editions of the 
Record than I’ve seen in a good many films. ) The Hollywood ulcer boys 
needn’t wonder why people are staying away from movie houses in 
large numbers. 


So much has been written pro and con about the movie industry and. 
and the evils that beset it that the essential points often get beclouded’ 
in a maze of words. There are two main charges that I would make 
against Hollywood. First I charge that much of the trouble with movies 
is the mixing of fantasy and fact. Pure fantasy in a movie is very 
entertaining. Movies such as ‘‘The Wizard of Oz’’, ‘The Blue Bird’’, 
and others are excellent examples of what Hollywood can do in the 


field of fanciful entertainment. But when an attempt is made to tell a 
real life ‘story, all too often Hollywood mixes in make believe, with the 
result being neither good fantasy or good realism. The trouble with so 
many of these ‘‘mixture’ -movies”’ is that all the action is predictable. 
When a moviegoer has seen one or two of the average run of the mill 
‘pictures he has literally seen them all. Movies first of all then should 
not mix fantasy and fact, and Hollywood sorely needs new ideas and a 
fresh style. 

My second charge against Hollywood is that movies are made to try 
-and satisfy too wide an age group. Consequently, rarely are good 
‘movies made for children or adults. Instead, Hollywood beams its pro- 
duct for the in-between group, the adolescents. The adolescent group 
includes many so-called adults also. The result of this policy of not 


imakirig clear cut child and adult movies is that many adults rarely go 
to a movie, and too many children are seeing films that are not good 
for them, in that they are learning the wrony set of values. 

Hollywood claims that the American movie-going public doesn’t want 
the so called ‘‘Art Movie,’* but I don’t believe it. The success of many 
foreign pictures in this country since the end of World War II“proves 
they are wrong. : 

eThe thing that is so sad about the state of movie making in this 
country today is that Hollywood has such a great technical ability to. 
turn out excellent films. And yet, with all its technical greatness, it. 
can only turn out a dozen or so top-notch films a year. Of course, we 
can ’t expect every film to be a *tmessage’’ film, or an Academy Award 
winner, but we should’ expect it to at least be good entertainment. 

Let us hope that the passing of the flush money years in Hollywood 
‘may force the producers to start making adult, high quality films to 
draw back many of the moviegoers who have almost given up movies as 
a form of entertainment. Unfortunately, however, seems Hollywood is
